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A DIGEST OF CURRENT EVENTS IN THE LIGHT OF PROPHECY—BY ALBERT J. LEBECK 


Another year draws to a close. What 
an eventful year it has been can be readily 
seen by the following 
calendar of the war: 

March 13, Russo- 
Finnish war con- 
cluded; April 9 to 
May 2, Germany in- 
vades Denmark and 
Norway; May 10 to 
June 2, Germany 
overruns Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Neth- 
erlands and France; 
June 10, Italy enters war against the Allies; 
June 17, Marshal Petain becomes Premier 
of France and asks Germany for an armis- 
tice; June 28, Russia occupies Bessarabia 
and Northern Bukovina in Rumania; Au- 
gust 8, Germany begins air offensive 
against Britain; August 19, Italians com- 
plete their conquest of British Somaliland; 
September 14, Italians invade Egypt; Sep- 
tember 27, Japan joins the Axis alliance; 
October 11, German armed forces occupy 
strategic points in Rumania; October 28, 
Italy invades Greece; November 20, Hun- 
gary joins Axis; November 23, Rumania 
joins Axis alliance; November 24, Slovakia 
joins Axis alliance. 

The thought that arises in our-minds is, 
if events have moved so rapidly in the first 
full year of the war, what will the new 
year bring forth? Will England fall to a 
Nazi invasion? Will America become in- 
volved in the European and Asiatic war? 
God only knows what will transpire but it 
appears that we shall see a very eventful 
year and with tremendous repercussions, 
possibly affecting our peace and tranquil- 
ity. May we pray that God will permit 
this land to be spared the horrors of war. 
A Mad World 

More than 80 per cent of the world is 
at war. According to the International 
Golden Rule Fellowship, 1,673,103,260 
people live under flags of nations now in- 
volved in war not including Greece. 

Will Russia Win? 

Some declare that neither Britain, Ger- 
many, nor Italy will win the present war, 
but Russia. Writing in American Mer- 
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cury Wm. H. Chamberlain treats the pos- 
sibility of a Russian victory. He says that 
Stalin’s diplomacy started the war and to 
date Russia has gained more from it than 
any other nation. She has acquired some 
25 million new subjects. Stalin’s plan, he 
says, was to “precipitate Europe into a war 
from which he would remain aloof.” Also 
that, “While Germany, France and Eng- 
land were absorbed in fighting each other 
he could take without opposition almost 
all the territory he desired in eastern and 
southeastern Europe.” Stalin also hoped 
that just as the war of 1914-1918 led to 
a crisis of misery and despair that made 
the Bolshevik revolution in Russia possible, 
so a new war might spread revolution to 
the Rhine; perhaps to the Atlantic. 

That Russian dominion eventually will 
reach to the Rhine seems to be predicted in 
the Bible. In Ezekiel 38 we see Gog, “the 
chief prince of Rosh” (R.V.) which is Rus- 
sia, marching with Gomer (Germany) 
under his banner. It foretells the Russo- 
German alliance, apparently with Russia 
the dominating power. Another year may 
provide the answer. 

Who Runs the U. S.? 

Recently Dr. U. L. Ghilint, psychic in- 
vestigator, has been conducting a check of 
clairvoyants in the District of Columbia. 
He reports that the psychics are fully hon- 
ored in Washington, D. C.; in fact, he says 
“they virtually run the city.” 

“If you’re going to Washington to pro- 
mote legislation,” he says, “don’t bother 
about contacting congressmen or lobbyists. 
See the clairvoyants. If you contact one 
palmist or one crystal cazer vou automati- 
cally contact about fifty legislators directly 
or through friends or sweethearts.” 

“Half of the city’s clairvoyants don’t 
keep offices,” he said, “because they make 
the rounds of congressional headquarters 
and give readings in the private sanctuaries 
of the people’s representatives. I estimate 
the readers collect 10 per cent of the sal- 
aries of 50 per cent of the Washington 
political strata, both men and women. Evi- 
dently these legislators have come to be- 
lieve that Hitler and Mussolini have been 
getting the inside track by consulting the 


spirits; so why shouldn’t the spirits direct 
Uncle Sam?” 

One of these days all who have sought 
the guidance of those who “peep and mut- 
ter” (Isa. 8:19) will discover that they are 
in the devil’s trap—Prophecy. 

Navy Tanks 

Seeking a new means of landing Ma- 
rines and supplies from its warships, the 
Navy a year ago began experiments with 
an amphibian vehicle that suggests a cross 
between a gigantic bathtub and a tank. 
The 25-foot, 714 ton hybrid is capable of 
carrying 36 fully equipped Marines and 
is propelled by caterpillar threads which 
act as paddles in water. In recent Navy 
tryouts it attained a speed of 23 miles an 
hour on land, knocked down 4-inch trees, 
plunged into water, and cruised at a 10 
mile an hour speed.

“Unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.” (Eph. 4:13) 


Perfection! How marvelous the con- 
templation and how magnificent the con- 
summation! 

The word perfection creates almost as 
deep a wonder in us as does the word eter- 
nity. The human mind cannot grasp such 
tremendous and lofty expressions. We 
cannot grasp them because we have noth- 
ing with which to compare them. We 
gauge distances by paths we have traveled; 
heights by elevations we have attained; 
time by years we have lived. But when 
we come to perfection we have no yard- 
stick with which to make comparison. We 
cannot gauge perfection by imperfection. 
So we stand aside and gaze at the bush with 
unshod feet or exclaim, “What manner of 
man is this!” 

This is something new—something of a 
new creation—this Perfect Man. We do 
not venerate it because it is ancient, nor 
because it is magnanimous; but because 
it is something absolutely different. Not 
earthly but heavenly. The Spirit’s crea- 
tion! In fact, perfection has nothing com- 
mon to anything earthly. Earth knows no 
perfection. Earth has no perfection of 
beauty; perfection of talent; perfection of 
stature. Perfection speaks of heaven. It 
is a heavenly word and only heaven would 
recognize it and, furthermore, only heaven 
would appreciate it. Earth’s creatures ap- 
preciate imperfections and will persecute 
perfection. We crucified the only perfect 
Man among us. Let one of us assume per- 
fection and we will find ourselves con- 
‘demned to perfect isolation. The world 
demands conformity. 

Perfection is not something abstract. 
Not a human attainment. Perfection is 
something concrete. A creation of the Spirit. 
In essence it is a personality. None other 
than the perfect Man—the Man Christ 
Jesus. And it is the Spirit’s desire to 
bring us unto this Perfect Man and in 
bringing us to Him impart unto us His 
perfection and at last place us beside this 
Perfect Man in like perfection. One with 
Him! ‘Unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ.” How amazing 
that some day we shall be in like perfec- 
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tion! When we take a comprehensive ap- 
praisement of ourselves in our present 
state, the contemplation seems almost blas- 
phemous. When we think how contemp- 
tible we are we blush with shame. But 
“Behold what manner of love the Father 
hath bestowed upon us. . .. Now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
(isn’t it so?) what we shall be: but we 
know that, when He shall appear, we shall 
be like Him” (1 John 3:1, 2). 

The child of God is not a creature of the 
past. Nor is he a creature circumscribed 
by present circumstances. The Christian 
is a child of eternity. The glory of man 
in all past centuries appears but carrion to 
the one who has had a glimpse into glory. 
The child of God is not a “has-been” but 
he is a “shall-be.” We are fettered and 
shackled here but there—well, it is enough 
to know that we shall be like Him. 

In Heb. 6:1 we are encouraged to go 
on to perfection. One rendering has it, 
“Progress toward perfection.” God has 
a goal toward which each Christian is 
moving. He has a consummation for each 
Christian character. No saint dead or liv- 
ing is that model. We must never set up 
any saint as a specimen of that state of 
perfection. God has already set up that 
specimen in the person of His own Son. 
It was this Son that took upon Himself 
the likeness of sinful nature and learned 
obedience by the things which He suffered. 
For thirty-three years Jesus was progressing 
toward the utter depths of human imper- 
fection and suffering which consummated 
when the Father turned his face away and 
Jesus died accursed of God upon a tree 
(Gal. 3:13). So in like manner we take 
His nature and progress toward His per- 
fection and will reach the heights of that 
joy and delight when we stand in His like- 
ness gazing upon the Father’s face. 

I have often wondered if Jesus did not 
inwardly exult as day by day He traced the 
trail of human imperfections. What in- 
ward satisfaction was His as He felt in His 
body the blows of the enemy knowing full 
well that such experimental knowledge was 
perfecting Him as the Saviour of the world. 
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As the taunts of the Pharisees fell upon 
His ears; as the words “blasphemer,” “de- 
ceiver,” “Sabbathbreaker,” ‘Beelzebub,” 
and such things were hurled at Him I am 
sure He felt a satisfaction. When Judas 
betrayed Him and Peter denied Him and 
the disciples forsook Him He knew He 
was making satisfactory progress down the 
road. When they spat upon Him and nailed 
Him to the cross He knew He was going 
in the right direction. I think He must 
have said to Himself, “There can be no 
doubt about this being the right road, and 
I am making satisfactory progress.” 

At the moment when He felt the full 
weight of the curse and was conscious that 
the full guilt of man was rolled upon Him 
He knew the whole plan was consummated 
and He shouted, “It is finished” and then 
died. What utter satisfaction must have 
swelled His soul as He knew He had gone 
the full mile and felt that hallowed spirit 
of His break the bars of flesh and once 
more soar into unbounded liberty. His 
enemies thought Calvary finished Him. Jt 
did. But not in the way they planned. It 
made Him a finished Saviour. His road 
that seemed to lead to ruin rather led to 
life. Not every downward passage ends 
ina dungeon. It might end in a diamond 
mine. Christ’s darkest hour broke into a 
slorious resurrection morning. How well 
Jesus knew that “He that findeth his life 
shall lose it: and he that loseth his life for 
My sake shall find it.” 

The road to perfection demands sub- 
jection. While for the moment the devas- 
tating demands of the road may seem 
srievous, yet there is a joy in knowing that 
if there are fetters placed upon the flesh 
we are making satisfactory progress. For 
if we suffer with Him we shall also reign 
with Him. The whole scheme of human 
suffering, it seems, revolves around the fact 
that God has man’s ultimate good in mind. 
The future ages alone will reveal why time 
apprehended us and subjected us to galling 
treatments which denuded us, leaving us 
stripped of earthly possessions and com- 
panionships.

Oun Stockton Chunch 


The work in Stockton was started in 
1910 by a group of like-minded people 
who were desirous of worshiping the Lord 
and concerting their efforts to win souls 
into the Kingdom. Several faithful pas- 
tors served as shepherds of the flock for the 
first eight years. In 1918 the church be- 
came affiliated with the Assemblies of God 
with Brother W. Mowat as the pastor.

For several years the Assembly was lo- 
cated at North California and Wyandotte 
Streets, at which place Brother Wesley R. 
Steelberg was pastor, followed by Broth- 
ers Lloyd C. Persing and Joseph Harper 
who served as pastors in the same location. 
Brother Charles Kerner later was called as 
pastor, and services were held in a store 
building located on Weber Avenue near 
the business district. 

In 1934 the present pastor, Brother E. 


O. Robeck began his ministry in Stockton. 
In March, 1935, a lot ideally located at 
Stanislaus and Channel Streets was pur- 
chased, and immediately a building pro- 
gram was under way. On September 29 
of that year Calvary Tabernacle, a lovely 
stucco building finished and furnished 
completely, was dedicated. A year later a 
two-story Sunday School department was 
added, making a plant capable of handling 
300 in Sunday School and an auditorium 
of like capacity. In addition there is a 
splendid basement prayer room and a pas- 
tor’s study. The entire building is 44 by 
90 feet in size. 

The various church groups are busily 
engaged in the work of the Lord. The 
Sunday School has an enrollment of 203 
with an average attendance of about 70 
per cent of that number. The Women’s 
Missionary Council is regularly active lo- 
cally in preparing and distributing necessi- 
ties for the needy and also in giving coop- 
eration with the District’s program for 
the home missionaries. There are two 
Christ’s Ambassadors classes in the Sun- 
day School, and the combined groups con- 
duct an open air gospel service Sunday eve- 
nings prior to the evangelistic service. Some 
take part in the jail meetings and hospital 
visitation work. 

A group of loyal folk have stood in the 
breach over the years and under the many 
changing conditions have contended for the 
faith. The final anchoring of all the efforts 
to a settled home for worship has greatly 
strengthened and encouraged the saints. 
An aggressive evangelistic “Pray, Preach 
and Go” program is unfolding, resulting 
in a vision-enlarged, soul-winning church.

RELIGION IN BUSINESS

Digest of radio talk given over Station KRE, Berkeley, Dec. 7, on East Bay Assembly of God program 


The October issue of The Readers Di- 
gest carried an article by Channing Pol- 
lock on the subject, “Why I Do Not Go to 
Church.” A number of our young people 
have read it and I have been approached 
for an answer to the challenge of his article. 

Mr. Pollock said that some churches 
were “costly, ornate structures.” Ours are 
not among those. He implied that most of 
the others were “drab little shacks, empty 
of any kind of beauty.” Our churches cer- 
tainly do not figure among those. Ours are 
modest little churches that belong to God 
—churches where people enter joyfully and 
worship freely, and when they are leaving 
like to greet the pastor who values the 
friendly pressure of his peoples’ hands 
more than the applause of a multitude. 
Ours are not churches; they are sheepfolds. 
Our ministers are not preachers; they are 
pastors who prize infinitely the gift of their 
people’s faith. 

Christ pictures a pastor and his church 
like a shepherd with his sheep. The very 
word “pastor” means a shepherd. In God’s 
eyes all the world is peopled with sheep. 
They may be in folds or outside of any 
fold; still they are sheep. So of course, 
God must have shepherds. He calls un- 
selfish men—men of understanding and 
tender love—to watch over his flocks. 

In the epistles which Paul wrote to the 
eatly church there is no such office as 
“preacher.” There were to be apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors and teachers. 
The pastor was the overseer of one flock. 
That he was a preacher was only inci- 
dental; but he had to be a shepherd. That 
was essential. 

If the average church, or any church, 
has lost its grip on the hearts of men, it is 
likely to be because the minister is trying 
to be an apostle, or a prophet, an evan- 
gelist, or a teacher, instead of being a shep- 
herd. We need prophets to add inspira- 
tion to half-forgotten truths. We need 
evangelists whose flash and flame will 
waken and re-awaken the souls of men. 
We need teachers, too, who will preserve 
and patiently explain the simple, practical 
lessons that set the feet of the young upon 
the right way of life. We need all these, 
but more than these, we need pastors— 
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shepherds who will watch over the sheep. 
Since it was God in His wisdom who set 
these distinctive offices in the church, the 
fulness of all these ministries cannot be 
looked for in any one man. If he faith- 
fully executes only the duties of a shepherd, 
a pastor’s responsibilities are sufficiently 
heavy. 

The pastor must be a watchman. He 
must be alert and vigilant, attending to the 
safety of his flock, for the enemies of the 
Master’s sheep are legion. Not least of 
these are the world’s wolves—wolves in 
sheep’s clothing, and wolves who wear their 
own garb. There are dangers from within, 
and many from without; dangers that call 
for action, not eloquence. 

And the pastor is a guard. He is the 
defender of the sheep of Christ. By his 
foresight the sheep must be protected. By 
his courage they are saved. He spends 
long hours making his sheepfold, which 
men call a church, a place of comfort and 
security and peace. So sacred does he hold 
his trust that in truth he sleeps across the 
doorway of the fold. He really is the door 
by which the sheep enter, and behind which 
they rest in the assurance that, when they 
wake, the pastor-shepherd will still be on 
guard. It is the certainty of the faithful- 
ness and nearness of their shepherd that 


‘gives assurance to God’s sheep—not soft 


words of warning against the wolves. 

We wonder if Channing Pollock knows 
that in our churches, and in countless other 
living churches, the pastor is also a very 
necessary guide. Sheep are not self-re- 
liant travelers. They must be led not 
driven, by a shouting, boisterous, denounc- 
ing Son of Thunder, but led by a man 
whose strength, by the grace of God, has 
grown tender. Sheep need never be driven; 
they follow a true shepherd quite naturally. 
Such a man needs only a confident stride, 
on the rock-strewn path that leads upward 
and to the right. 

He must be—and this is said so very 
reverently—a savior to his flock. His busi- 
ness is the saving of lost sheep, not be- 
guiling those of other shepherds. He binds 
up the wounds of the injured and carries 
the orphans close to his heart. No sacri- 


-fice is too great, no labor of love too ex-

acting, if only the wounded and the stray- 
ing may be saved and brought back. Each 
sheep, to him, is greatly worthy of his 
care; it is preciously worth saving. Every 
true pastor is dedicated to the task of 
being responsible for the loss of even one— 
be it through neglect, or because of too 
weak a love for his own. You see, shep- 
herding has a glory that the eyes of most 
men cannot see—it is the glory of count- 
ing the sheep at the end of the day, and 
finding every one there. 

Now, most of these hard but beautiful 
tasks of a pastor are done outside the 
pulpit. His natural expression of interest 
as he goes his rounds, a few helpful calls 
in times of trouble, a bit of love shown 
where the world may not see, and the eyes 
of the sheep light with love at the very 
sight of their shepherd. Only when his 
gathered flock must once again be fed, does 
the shepherd-pastor ascend into his pulpit. 
But there is no sweeter picture in the eyes 
of understanding men and in the sight of 
God than a shepherd feeding his flock. 
In the church that is their fold, both sheep 
and shepherd are quietly at ease. There is 
no effort at cramming specified foods into 
them. Their pastor simply leads them into 
the green pastures of the Spirit and lets 
them eat of God’s abundance until they are 
filled. He is satisfied only when their hun- 
ger is no more. All sheep, like all shep- 
herds, need food for their souls if they 
are to live. 

The idea that a sermon should be a 
work of art, an oration, or a learned disser- 
tation, or an attempt at something elegant 
and fine to be applauded and admired, is 
a complete fallacy,—one that has blighted 
many a church. Perhaps it was such cler- 
ical vanity that estranged and deceived Pol- 
lock. Sermons, to God’s sheep, are articles 
of diet, replacing lost soul-tissue, burned 
up in the daily struggle with the world. A 
good shepherd knows that. This is no new 
conception I am giving you. It is as old 
as Moses, but it holds truer than ever 
today. 

The membership of our modest churches 
is a veritable cross-section of American life. 
We number among us doctors, dentists,

Fellow Comrades of the Way: 

There are a number of subjects of which 
I should like to write in this article. The 
first concerns the use of our official name, 
The Assemblies of God. We all know 
that there are Pentecostal and Full Gospel 
churches of all brands and descriptions 
throughout the country; some of these 
teach doctrines contrary to our beliefs; 
some have practices and standards which 
we cannot condone. Much confusion re- 
sults in the minds of the people, particu- 
larly those who are not of our faith for if 
we bear only the name Pentecostal, Full 
Gospel or some similar appelation we are 
classed together as being alike in faith and 
practice, all of which we know is not true. 

The name “Assembly of God” means 
something. It signifies a certain standard 
of faith; it stands for certain high levels 
for its ministry and for its laity. Since we 
cannot conscientiously approve of every- 
thing that sails under a Pentecostal or Full 
Gospel banner it would seem expedient 
that we make use of our official title in 
order that our churches may be distin- 
guished in the minds of the people. If 
some other name is used it would be ad- 
visable to include the fact on the church 
sign or bulletin board that the church is an 
Assembly of God, or a member of the As- 
semblies of God. This would also aid our 
people, when visiting in another town, to 
find their own church. 

Some of our churches have no name on 
them at all. Every church ought to have a 
bulletin board of some kind giving the 
name of the church, name of pastor, and 
the days and time of services. 

Another matter concerns evangelistic ef- 
fort in our assemblies. We believe 
thoroughly that God hath set in the church 
“some evangelists” just as He has given 
“some pastors and teachers.” The man 
who gives all his time to an evangelistic 
ministry certainly has his God-appointed 
place to fill, and unless he does so the work 
of God suffers. However, there are times 
and circumstances when a regular evange- 
list cannot for some good reason be secured. 
Under such circumstances it might be pos- 
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sible to use a brother pastor who has an 
evangelistic gift; many of our pastors were 
formerly full-time evangelists. It is our 
belief that it would do much for a pastor 
if he could occasionally get away for some 
special meetings; it would stir his own heart 
and send him back to his church all aglow. 
He would probably carry the revival back 
with him. In this connection our churches 
ought to recognize the value of allowing 
their pastors to hold a series of meetings 
elsewhere occasionally. This would doubt- 
less help both church and pastor to avoid 
getting into a rut. 

Have we all been pushing our District 
Council paper? As we have gone about to 
many fellowship meetings we have been 
gratified at the response of the people when 
they have been given an opportunity to 
subscribe to GLap Twines. It seemed that 
all that was necessary was to bring the 
matter to their attention. Everybody knows 
that we have one of the very finest papers 
published anywhere in the nation. Let us 
push it for it is eminently worthy of our 
whole-hearted support. The matter can 
be presented in our fellowship meetings 
and the pastors can do the same in their 
assemblies; thus the subscription list can 
be considerably augmented and soon the 
paper can be entirely self-supporting. No 
member of an assembly can afford to be 
without Grav Tiines. 

The last subject of which I wish to write 
at this time concerns the institution of the 
family altar. Do you have a family altar 
in your home? There are preachers whose 
pulpit ministry is eloquent and whose 
hours are crowded in public service but 
whose home life is sadly and deplorably 
lacking in the matter of gathering the 
family together for the reading of the 
Word of God and for prayer. In such a 
case the children are sent off to school with 
no sense of God in their souls; husband 
and wife begin the day without contacting 
the power of another world unitedly; life 
becomes secularized instead of spiritual- 
ized, and before one realizes it the ministry 
has become professional and the setvice 
rendered is perfunctory. Private prayer is 


not enough; the family is a God-ordained 
institution and in every home there ought 
to be a time, whether it be morning, noon, 
or night, when the family is gathered to- 
gether for the worship of God around a 
family altar of prayer. 

The family altar creates a spiritual cli- 
mate in the home; it tends to clear the at- 
mosphere and to oil the wheels of family 
life; it aids in reducing friction to a mini- 
mum. Many of our greatest men and 
women can point back to the family altar 
as the place where they first learned to 
know God. Great souls are oft produced 
by great homes in which prayer is made 
unto God concerning all that pertains to 
the family individually and collectively at 
an altar of united prayer. Souls around a 
family altar tend to grow together rather 
than apart. 

We preachers must set the example for 
our people. We cannot say much about 
the family altar to our members unless we 
establish and maintain this Godly institu- 
tion in our own homes regardless of how 
busy we are or of how many things press 
in upon us demanding our attention. 

We deplore the lack of deep spirituality - 
found in some quarters. Perhaps this con- 
dition can be remedied in great measure by 
establishing once again this God-honored 
altar of family prayer—LeELanp R. Keys.

By the time this goes to print, Christmas 
will have been over and the home mission- 
aries and others remembered by our differ-

LIFE’S RESOURCES

Webster says that resources are sources 
of help or supplies; an expedient to which 
one resorts. Immediately our minds go to 
the materialistic thought of life’s resources. 
The only statewide bank in California ac- 
cording to their June report, had resources 
amounting to over one billion dollars. The 
government of the United States is spend- 
ing ten times the possessions of this bank 
in building a mighty Atlantic and Pacific 
Navy to protect the resources of this coun- 
try. 

As Ambassadors for Christ in this world, 
let us look at the spiritual resources that 
Christ has provided for us. An account, 
so important that the Holy Spirit recorded 
it in three of the Gospels, is given of one 
who possessed much of this world’s goods. 
It was of a splendid young man who fell 
at the feet of Jesus saying, “Good Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life?” 
The Saviour commanded him to sell all he 
had and give the proceeds to the poor; and 
Jesus added, “Thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven.” This seems to be a spiritual para- 
dox, yet it is the entrance into all the vaults 
and resources of the bank of heaven. “For 
whosoever will save his life shall lose it; but 
whosoever shall lose his life for my sake 
and the gospel’s, the same shall save it.” 
If we, as servants of the Lord Jesus, are 
willing to take this seeming loss, it shall 
become our gain. God’s peculiar way is 
gain through loss. It has been said, “If 
you want to get rich, give away all you 


have”; and again, “If you want eternal 
life, go and die”—die to self and to the 
world. 


We need to guard against depending 
upon natural resources and to place our 
hopes on things eternal. Jesus tells us to 
lay up for ourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt 
and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal; for where our treasure is, there 
our hearts will be also. 


As Abraham and his son Isaac climbed 
Mount Calvary Abraham had perfect con- 
fidence that God had promised and was 
also able to perform. Should he slay Isaac 
God was able to raise him from the dead. 
And as he drew the knife his faith in God 
was rewarded. His hand was stayed and 
the substitute sacrifice was provided. Praise 
the Lord! Abraham called the place Je- 
hovah-Jireh, which means “God will see 
to it,” or “God will provide.” As the 
obedience of Abraham was his victory, so 
through obedience we shall have access to 
all that Christ has promised; and if we ac- 
cept Him as our Provider, the supply is 
exhaustless. 


Isaiah 55:2 asks: “Wherefore do ye 
spend your money for that which is not 
bread? and your labor for that which satis- 
fieth not?” We who have tasted, know 
from personal experience that Christ is the 
only satisfying portion in this world. We 
are reminded of the words of Peter when 
he said, “Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou 
hast the words of eternal life.” Did Christ 
not say, “I am the bread of life: he that 


cometh to Me shall never hunger”? And 
again, “Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give him shall be in 
him a well of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life.” Christ was made sin for us 
that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in Him. 

There is another scripture that says, “If 
we walk in the light as He is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ, His Son, 
cleanseth us from all sin.” If we are thus 
walking, we have a guaranteed salary at 
all times because Philippians 4:19 declares, 
“My God shall supply all your need, ac- 
cording to His riches in glory by Christ 


Jesus.” The enemy of our souls sometimes — 


tries to defeat us and to keep us from re- 
ceiving blessings at God’s hands by whis- 
pering in our ears that we are too un- 
worthy. Indeed we are unworthy, but our 
Saviour is worthy; and through His shed 
blood we can come boldly to the throne of 
grace.

Verses 8, 9. Various explanations have 
been afforded by various interpreters. We 
have been told that the mountain denotes 
Satan, that it was meant as a prophecy of 
the coming of Genseric with his Vandals, 
that it represents some great heresy, that it 
was designed to represent Vespasian, that 
it is prelacy, and that it was a prophecy 
of the burning of Rome by Alaric. Cer- 
tainly all the interpreters cannot be right. 
It is my opinion that all the “opinions” 
that have been expressed by these inter- 
preters(?) are wrong. Let us believe what 
the Word says. The Psalmist supposed 
that it is possible for mountains to be cast 
into the sea (Ps. 46:2), and our Saviour 
seems to reckon it among the possibilities 
(Matt. 21:21). Here it is not recorded 
that a great mountain, but “as it were a 
great mountain burning with fire was cast 
into the sea.” It would seem that what is 
meant is that a great meteoric mass from 
some distant planet or sun, possibly some 
port of a world that will have gone to 
pieces somewhere in space, will approach 
the atmosphere of the earth, and penetrate 
it, and fall into the sea, directed in its 
course by the hand of God who orders all 
things after the counsel of His own will.

no voice for singing at all, and I knew this 
was of God. I could no longer suppress 
my tears. She told me afterward that she 
had bidden Sister Etter farewell, asking 
her to pray for her, and then had gone to 
the tent, knelt down and said, “Lord, I 
don’t know how to pray, but I am tired of 
my life in this condition. Give me what 
You have for me and heal me, or let me 
die.” Immediately the power of God came 
upon her and she fell prostrated on the 
ground. She was there about six hours, 
having visions of the Lord. 


Finally she arose, and with her eyes 
closed started to leave the tent, backward, 
bowing to the Lord twice within the tent 
and a third time as she was under the en- 
trance.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


A question that is often asked by out 
Pentecostal young people is, Does a Bible 
School education have any practical value 
to a young person who doesn’t have a call 
to a full time ministry for God? When 
asked this question I always answer with 
an unhesitating Yes. Each year an increas- 
ing number of students enroll in our Pen- 
tecostal Bible Schools with no thought of 
becoming ministers. They feel that they 
need a Christian education as a founda- 
tion for a life that is to be lived for God. 

It is a commonly known fact that the 
majority of the secular colleges and uni- 
versities make no attempt to support the 
fundamental truths of the Bible. Because 
of this many of our youth who are not 
grounded in the Scriptures allow doubts to 
creep into their minds, and some have even 
had their faith shattered by the conflicting 
theories of unbelieving men. Many of our 
students realizing these dangers, have come 
to Bible school to build a foundation which 
will not be shattered by a secular education 
which they intend to receive later. 

Pastors throughout our District recog- 
nize the value of having trained young 
people in their churches. The leaders in 
many of our assemblies have had a Chris- 
tian education, and therefore are better 
equipped as soul winners and for a respon- 
sible place in their home assembly. This 
is one of the strong reasons why I believe 
young people who are not ready to go into 
secular work should receive training in a 
Bible school. 

We have all felt the nearness of God 
which seems to pervade the atmosphere of 
a place where everyone is seeking a closer 
walk with God. To me, living continually 
in this atmosphere is the best part of Bible 
school life. It gives one a deep sense of 
the reality of this Christ we serve. He 
becomes a close friend with whom we walk 
and talk each day. As we see the miracu- 
lous answers to the prayers of the students, 
we realize God’s great power and our faith 
in Him is established. On missions as- 
signments and street meetings we see God’s 
convicting power on souls, and it gives us

“THE BETTER PART” 
I had rather be in Bible School than 


any place I know. Fourteen years ago I 
knew that God wanted me to abandon all 
other ambitions and prepare myself for a 
life in the service of the King.

Since that 
time the way has opened before me, and 
obstacles have crumbled as did the walls of 
Jericho before the conquering Israelites.

THE TEACHER 


The Sunday school teacher is the hub 
in the work of Christian education. Just 
as a college is no better than its faculty, 
so a Sunday school is no better than its 
teaching force. A school succeeds or fails 
with its teachers. It was said that Mark 
Hopkins on the end of a log and a boy on 
the other end made a university. Wher- 
ever you have a teacher who knows how to 
teach and a pupil, you have the elements 
for a successful school. 

The letter “T” in the word teacher 
stands for the teacher who knows how to 
teach. Teaching is not merely memorizing 
a lesson, or repeating parts of a lesson 
story. It is arousing interest, awakening 
latent gifts and powers in the life of the 
pupil. It is creating a desire to know and 
to be. When this is accomplished, teaching 
is being done. Rest assured that when 
this is not being doné there is but little 
teaching going on. A lady said, “If I 
could get the attention of my pupils I could 
teach them.” I said, “You have it exactly 
backward. If you could teach, you would 
get their attention.” 

The letter “E” in the word teacher 
stands for the teacher who is in earnest. 
Like begets like, and a teacher in dead ear- 
nest will create in the life of the pupil the 
same kind of spirit that he carries in his 
own life. Not all good people are in ear- 
nest about Sunday school work. John and 
Charles Wesley were once walking down 
the street in London when they saw two 
women fighting. John said to Charles, “If 
the preachers and teachers of our societies 
had half as much earnestness about them, 
as the two women fighting, we could take 
England for Christ in ten years.” 

The letter “A” in the word teacher 
stands for the teacher who has learned the 
art of dealing with the pupil. Teaching 
is an art the same as playing a piano or 
painting a beautiful scene on canvas. It 
is not a haphazard, hit-or-miss way of go- 
ing through a lesson every Sunday morn- 
ing. It is an art that must be studied and 
carefully worked on if it is mastered. The 
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trouble with the unruly boy or girl in the 
class is not the pupil half so much as it is 
the teacher. Two strange boys walked into 
one of our schools and listened to a teacher 
for a few minutes and then remarked, 
“What is she crying about?” The other 
boy replied, “If you had to deal with this 
class and did not know any more about 
handling boys than she does, you would 
cry too; ©)” 


A teacher came to me and said, “I have 
the meanest bunch of rats that ever lived. 
Every one of them should be in the peni- 
tentiary.” A second teacher came up and 
said, “I have the finest group of boys I 
ever saw. There is not a birthday comes 
around but that we have a good time to- 
gether. I would die for every boy in my 
class.” Out of the first class six boys spent 
time in a state institution. Out of the sec- 
ond class seven boys have entered the min- 
istry. One teacher had learned the art of 
teaching and led her boys to Christ and 
into the ministry. The other teacher in not 
knowing the art of dealing with youth, 
drove her boys from the church and finally 
to a reformatory. 


The letter ““C” in the word teacher 


‘stands for the teacher who cares for his 


pupils. He looks after the absentees. He 
knows when one is sick and why one was 
not present last Sunday. He loves. He 
cares. He works and prays until his pupils 
are won to Christ and the church. He visits 
their homes, meets the parents, and knows 
something of the conditions which sur- 
round the lives of those entrusted to his 
class work. He does not take things for 
granted when a pupil is absent. He finds 
the reason why. He studies his lessons 
carefully during the week, seeks oppor- 
tunities for further preparation, and con- 
stantly seeks to build his class larger. He 
cares for those about him, for their inter- 
ests, their desires, their future. A teacher 
like this can mold the life of almost any 
boy or girl, and lead them to suceessful 
living. 

The letter “H” in the word teacher 
stands for the teacher who has a heart. He

She seemed saturated in the Spirit of 
God; there was a spiritual sphere envelop- 
ing her that one could feel. Without utter- 
ing a word she put her hand on my back, 
letting it slide down till she came to the 
spot where the seat of the pain was. Her 
hand stopped there, and immediately the 
pain left. 

The next morning my wife took off her 
bandages, got up early in the morning, did | 
a large washing, cleaned the house, and 
moved about, a new creature. None of her 
ailments have returned to this day. She 
had been wearing glasses for seven years 
and the Lord healed her eyes also. About 
two months later I was healed another time 
by her prayer when the doctor wanted to 
give me crutches temporarily. 

It would have seemed that all this was 
sufficient to make me believe. But not so. 
I knew it was God, but how about this 
Jesus? I still had to settle with Him. I 
determined that if God could do this, He 
could do more. I would neither accept 
man’s sayings nor the written Word, for I 
did not know who wrote it, but I wanted 
God Himself to show me. I knew that we 
as Jews had God and I could not see why 
I should come to another to find Him. 

So I went down in earnest to seek God 
for I felt the great need of Him. I poured 
out my heart before Him, confessing every 
wrong thing which came to my mind that 
I had done or said. But wherever I looked - 
when in prayer I could see Jesus on the 
Cross and His blood seemed to come down 
over me, making me shudder. I could see 
myself so vile and wicked that I pro- 
nounced my own death sentence, and again 
that awful picture came before me with its 
effect upon my body. I kept on wrestling 
with God. At times a band seemed to be 
laid about my forehead, so dense was the 
battle of reason against truth. I had to 
give up pride and sham. I had to give up 
parents and relatives. I had to leave the 
question about the Sabbath in the Lord’s 
hands. I had to give up my insurance; I 
had to withdraw from secret societies. It 
meant surrender of some plans which I had 
mapped out for the future. All these things 
and more had to be settled right there be- 
fore I could go further. I did not take it 
lightly. I knew what it would cost and did 
not want to go half way. Every step had 
to be decided upon in such a way that I 
would not have to take it over again. By 
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this time I had accepted the Lord according 
to my understanding, but did not have the 
inner revelation. I followed Him in bap- 
tism and was blessed. All this happened 
with the Cross in sight. 


Finally I said, “I have heard so much 

here about the Cross and the Blood and 
perhaps this is only imagination.” Then 
the scene changed. What a loving God 
we have! How merciful, patient, and long- 
suffering He is with us obstinate creatures! 
Before me appeared a broad dark road 
with multitudes of people on it. And they 
all were trying to push one another out of 
the way to get first to the rim of the lake 
which was filled with yellowish brown rest- 
less water. Around the edge of the water 
was quicksand. Now I found myself in 
that sand, sinking. I made frantic efforts 
to escape. Then I was lifted up so I could 
see the scene from above. Near the lake, on 
the other side of the road, was a huge rock 
upholding plains of verdure and trees. 
There was no shadow there. The light was 
somewhat like that I had seen in my youth, 
perhaps not quite so bright. It was a peace- 
ful place. On these meadows appeared a 
small group of young women and children, 
full of joy, singing, dancing and playing. 
_A few days later, while writing about 
this vision to friends who were ready to 
sail for India as missionaries, the same pic- 
ture came before me, but this time Jesus 
was kneeling upon that rock, His hands 
outstretched, praying for me. A strong, 
dazzling light came down from heaven 
upon Him. To see Him praying for me 
who rejected and despised Him, gave me 
such love for Him that my heart went fully 
out to the Lord and I knew I was saved. 


Another task was before me, that of con- 
fessing Him openly, and more, to break 
the news to my parents. On August 21 
I wrote a letter to my parents, dating it 
August 22. I expected that I might have 
to add more to the letter, intending to go 
to the mission that night and make a full 
surrender. I asked the Lord’s guidance 
that I might gain and not hurt them, and 
the newly acquired love went out into that 
letter. I remembered an old saint who used 
to live in our little town, and often when 
something would ail us as children we 
would go to him to be prayed for that we 
might be healed. I used this fact as an 
introduction for my parents could not 
gainsay that. I received a letter by return 
mail in which my people glorified God for 
doing such wondrous things for us. Later

VII. Tue Fryine Eacte: His 
WoEFUL Cry 


Verse 13. It is quite generally conceded 
by scholars that instead of reading “angel” 
we should read “eagle,” as, for instance, in 
the R. V., in Moffat, in Weymouth, and in 
Rotherham. *In the Con. Ver. we read 
“vulture,” which, like some other readings 
in this version, is not to be preferred. Lange 
truthfully states that all the best Manu- 
scripts agree that the reading should be 
“eagle,” and with this conclusion Gries- 
bach, Lachmann, Tischendorf, Tregelles, 
Alford and Wordsworth are all in agree- 
ment. It is not at all likely that at the 
time of the end, after the sounding of the 
fourth trumpet, and before the sounding 
of the fifth trumpet, any such eagle will be 
seen, or any such cry as we here read of will 
be heard. What we read of in Revelation is 
a vision John had, and the vision was 
vouchsafed unto John in order that he 
might make known the things that are to 
take place. These things, he saw depicted, 
as it were, in a great moving picture. The 
vision of the eagle, and the eagle’s cry, was 
in order that it might be made known that 
the last three trumpets will be the “woe” 
trumpets. Mark the threefold woe cry of 
the eagle: “Woe, woe, woe, to the inhabi- 
ters of the earth by reason of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the three angels, 
which are yet to sound!”
